R e s u l t o f J e a l o u s y o f F o u r W e e k s ’ 
S t a n d i n g . 
A serious affray is reported to have oc­ 
curred at the Amestoy ranch, near Comp­ 
ton, on the night of the 25th, in which 
Guadeloupe Castro, and a Basque, name 
unknown, are involved. 
It is said that 
Castro stabbed the Basque with a pocket- 
knife, inflcting what were considered at 
the time fatal wounds. 
On« wound was 
in tbe face, two in the back of the bead 
over the heart, and one on each arm ,and 
a cut on the legs. Dr. McFarland was 
aainmoned, and while it waB thought the 
man was already beyond saving, the Doc­ 
tor managed to take him out of immedi­ 
ate danger. 
At last accounts he was 
still alive. The quarrel, it is said, was 
caused by jealousy 
of 
four 
weeks' 
standing. 
It was learned early this morning that 
two of the wounds are in the m an's 
neck, one reaching right across the left 
cheek, and requiring eight stitches and 
the tying of the artery. There was one 
on each side under the arm s, and one 
on the left thigb right to the bone. 
Castro is a man weighing 215 pounds or 
thereby, while tbe Basque weighs only 
140 pounds. 
Word of the cutting came 
to the Sheriff’s office at 7 :30, when 
Deputy Sheriff Hauimell immediately 
took a team and drove to the ranch, 
where he arrested Castro in the barn 
and brought him to the city, landing 
him in the county iail at midnight. The 
Basque is in charge of a phyuician at the 
ranch, and the doctor states that he will 
probably die from exhaustion caused by 
loss of blood. Castro is a m an with a 
bad reputation, and has been in trouble 
before.

Our freight to New 
York has been 57 cents per box this year, 
aud the M editerranean fruit to New Yoilc 
has been 25 cents per box and the im­ 
port duty 25 cento per box, making a 
difference in the favor of the foreign 
oranges of 7 cento per box. The orange 
yield in this country is 200 boxes per 
acre, which, at 7 cents a box, is $14 per 
acre in favor of the Italian growers.

m en to care for 100 acres, an expense of 
$3,000 per year. To care for the same 
acreage in Italy it costs $600 per year for 
ton hands at 20 cents a day, making $24 
an acre in favor of the foreign grower. 
Now add $14 difference in freight and 
$24 difference in cost of labor, and there 
is $34 in favor of the M editerranean 
orange grower on every acre. We desire 
to overcome this, and we w ant yon in 
California to join in with os for mutual 
protection.

An In terestin g Letter from F lo rid a. 
Mr. Edwin Earl, the well-known or­ 
ange broker of Chicago, who each winter 
establiaheu himself here for the purpose 
of handling the crop about Los Angeles, 
states that there is a good dem and from 
the East for frnit and th at prices are 
steady and about the same os at the 
opening of the season. Mr. Earl wrote a 
short time ago to Florida for particulars 
regarding the crop there, and has re­ 
ceived in response a document, of which 
the following ia a copy: 
C itra , Fla., February ‘J, 1889. 
Edwin T. Earl, Esq., Los Angeles. 
D ear S ir—Your layor of la i iust, with 
information, is received, for which I 
thank you, and I will in time give yon 
tbe information you seek, in regard to 
tbe orange crop of this State for the past 
season. 
The oraDge crop of Florida is esti­ 
mated to exceed 3,000,000 boxes, ubout 
three-fourths of which has gone forward. 
The average net to growers throughout 
the State is a pretty knotty question, 
but I would not put it over 50 cents a 
box net, over all expenses. 
I do not 
know how it may be in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, but orange growiug in florida, to 
my mind, does not present a hopeful 
future. 
When 
the 
acreage already 
planted comes in with its yield, which it 
may reasonably be expected to do in afew 
years, 
there 
is 
no 
question 
that 
it will be utterly impossible to market it 
in this country between November and 
March. In fact, Uncle Sam ia having 
too much fruit to have a keen relish for 
it. There are too manv apples and 
grapes, and bananas and foreign oranges 
pat apon the m arket for oar home grown 
oranges to be taken at prices that shall 
be profitable to the grower. The freight 
and im port duty on foreign oranges do 
not equal the freight on oranges from 
Florida to New York or Boston, and 
whenever our m arket rallies to be profit­ 
able, very soon a large lot of foreign 
oranges will be thrown upon it, and then 
down it goeB, so that we have nothing to 
rely upon but loss. 
We are trying to in­ 
fluence Congress to put

The case of David Brown and Arthnr 
Isaacs, charged with tiie seduction of 
Eva Bieber, otherwise known as the 
“ Living Half W om an,” which promises 
to be most interesting when it finally 
reaches trial, came up for examination 
in Justice Austin’s court yesterday.

was to have been expected, the court­ 
room was crowded with people who were 
anxiouB to learn how such a charge 
could he made to stand. 
The fair com­ 
plainant was present with her aunt, with 
whom she lives, and a host of witnesses, 
and the defendants were present with a 
numher of their friends and witnesses, 
and were represented by Messrs. Henry 
Gage and A. W. H. Peyton. The prose­ 
cution was represented by Judge H arri­ 
son and Assistant District Attorney Me- 
Coma8. W hen the case was called the 
attorneys for Miss Eva asked that it be 
heard with closed doors. 
Mr. Gage, for the defendants, said that 
his clients were the only ones to be con­ 
sidered in the case, and they desired the 
case to be tried in public. 
They had 
been charged with a public offense, and 
deeired a public trial. 
He remarked, 
though, ihat from what he knew, he was 
personally in favor of keeping the details 
from the public. 
Justice Austin ruled that the cose 
must be tried privately, and would 
make

reporters, 
although 
asked

do so by the prosecuting attorneys. 
The courtroom waa then cleared, and the 
attorneys for the prosecution asked that 
the charge against Arthur Isaacs be dis­ 
missed, as there was not sufficient evi­ 
dence against him to w arrant its continu­ 
ance. 
The motion was granted. 
Miss Eva Beiber, the fair complainant, 
waa then placed on the witness stand. 
She testified that she came here from St. 
Louis about a year ago, and lived with 
her aunt. 
At this point an argument 
over a legal point was taken up and 
lasted until noon. 
At 2 :30 the case was called again and 
the attorneys for the prosecution asked 
that the charge against Brown be dis­ 
missed. The motion was granted. They 
then filed a new complaint, charging 
that on August 17th, David Brown, aided 
and abetted in euticiog Eva Beiber into 
the Crystal Palace Lodging House, whoro 
Arthur Isaacs seduced her. 
Mr. Gage asked for time to prepare to 
answer this new charge, and the Court 
fixed the examination for March 12th. 
Bail was set in the sum of $1,000, which 
was furnished.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


T i n e , n a r He Qu»*«, *»“ * T lie r A re 
Mot Dead. 
Things all go by comparison, as the 
world knows so well that it bas crystal­ 
lized the knowledge in a proverb. The 
boom tim es so accustomed the m ind of 
Angoleños to a great rush of building 
that w hat is doing now eeems to such 
eyes as nothin*. 
Yet there is really a 
great deal going on in the way of build­ 
ing in all parts of the city. H ere is a 
little list a H kbald reporter recalls from 
the recesses of his memory of a small 
part of w hat is going on : 
On the west of th e hill above the 
center of the town, on Grand avenne 
just north of Second street, Mr. M. W 
Connor is putting up a magnificent resi­ 
dence for his own use. Mr. Larkin of 
Chica^) some time since put up a fioe 
house on the adjoining lot. 
It is one of 
the finest in the city. 
Mr. Connor’s 
home will be a good companion piece to 
the Larkin residence. The hill at this 
point presents as fine a view as th e eye 
of man ever rested on. From the upper 
windows of the Larkin or Connor m an­ 
sions the whole valley to Anaheim, and 
the sea at W ilmington, are visible. 
On Grand avenue, below Fourth, 8. S. 
Ruddock, another Chicago man, bought 
a fine lot some time ago. 
It is almost 
opposite the L. J . Rose mansion, which 
ig one of the most complete and artistic 
in the State. On this lot Mr. Ruddock 
has put u p a beautiful cot* age ornee. It is 
one of th e most artistic and cosy in the 
land. Judge Ruddock is now putting up 
on adjoining lots two beautiful houses, 
one lor a married daughter and the 
other for one of his sons. 
These will be 
three of the prettiest houses in the city. 
On the corner of Alameda street and 
8ain8evain, where the Kasper Cohn & 
Co. hide warehouse was burned a few 
weeks ago, excavations are being made 
for a new bnilding. The warehouse was 
a wooden shell, but from all appearances 
the new building will be a m uch better 
structure. 
On Main street, below Second, the 
Messrs. Goss & Germain are finishing 
up the excavating of the cellar for a fine 
brick block. 
It is to be 00 feet front by 
about 200 deep, and will be three stories 
high. 
On F irst street, below Second, the 
Y. M. C. A. building is nearly finished. 
It is a solid, artistic and commodious 
structure. 
Jost below this is th e new 
City H all. 
This edifice is nearing com­ 
pletion, and will be ready for occupancy 
in a short tim e. 
Then away down Fort 
street, near Sixth, Mr. Wiley’s hand­ 
some new brick block is going up very 
rapidly. I t is a two-story edifice. 
On the Temple street hill, between 
New High and Fort, the County Court 
House is making good progress. 
W hen 
complete, this edifice will be one of the 
handsomest of its kind west of the Mis­ 
sissippi River. 
In East Los Angeles the Catholics of 
that part of the city are erecting a fine 
church building. 
In a few weeks the big government 
building will be under way. It will 
cost $110,000, or about half as m uch as 
the City H all, and one-fifth as m uch as 
the County Courthouse. It goes on the 
oorner of Main and Winston streets. 
On the corner of Spring and Second 
streets the beautiful Burdick Block is 
rising rapidly. For the present this is 
to be a two-story edifice, but it is 
planned for a six-story building event­ 
ually. Not even the fine Bonebrake- 
Bryson Block on the opposite side of 
Spring will eclipse the Burdick pile. 
Another hill improvement has been 
made by the Messrs. McDonald and 
Zellner, on Second street, above Olive. 
Tbese young gentlemen have put up a 
building containing four fiats. Before 
they were finished one of them was 
occupied. 
They are 
very desirable 
for residence purposes and the building 
is an ornam ent to the street. These 
game gentlemen with Mr. W. G. Brad­ 
shaw have recently purchased the ad­ 
joining fifty feet of the same lot with the 
Wynekan House attached, and they are 
now engaged in turning 
the 
house 
around so th at it will face Second street 
instead of Olive, and be in lioe with 
their other building. 
The property, 
when the changes are completed, will be 
very eligible. 
The above is a little list of building 
operations culled from memory in a hap­ 
hazard way. The list represents not the 
hundredth part of what is doing, and 
there are other improvements planning. 
Some 
weeks 
ago, 
the 
Bradshaw, 
brothers by a bit of very energetic work 
succeeded in showing the good Sisters 
of the Im m aculate H eart of Mary the 
advantages of Pico Heights, to the south­ 
west of the city. The result was that 
these excellent sisters purchased a six- 
acre lot adjoining the Schum acher tract 
on the west, paying a round snm for the 
property. 
At the same tim e the pur­ 
chase was a most wise one on the part 
of the sisters. 
A year ago it would have 
cost them fifty per cent, more, and they 
have secured one of the most sightly and 
desirable of locations.

It transpired in the 
afternoon th at an attem pt had been made 
to bribe one of the witnesses in the case, 
a t leaet such a charge was m ade ana 
brought,to the notice of Judge Roes by 
United StateB District Attorney Denis. 
The nam e of the m an charged w ith this 
offence is Alexander Savin, and th e wit­ 
ness is Bartol Florez.

Savin, had told him th at witnesses were 
i aid lor their attendance on the case by 
the Government so much a day.

then told him that he would give him 
more money than he would get from the 
Government if 
he would not testify 
against Gonjon, or would testify th at he 
d id nothing wrong. 
Savin 
did not 
specify the am ount that he would pay. 
because witness did not say how much 
he would be paid by the Government, 
but he had told him he would pay him 
more. 
In answer to Judge Ross, witness said 
that it happened while the case was on 
trial in the court, and he was a witness 
in the case. 
Judge Ross then ordered that 
Savin 
appear in court this morning at half-past 
9 o’clock, and show cause why he should 
not be adjudged guilty of contempt of 
court. The case was set at this hour so 
as to have it concluded before the jury 
in the case arrived in the building. Dis­ 
trict Attorney Denis asked that Savin 
be held in custody or under bail so that 
he would not disappear before morning, 
bat there appearing to be no law on the 
question, he announced that he wonld 
make com plaint against him and hold 
him that way.

The reaction in favor of Charles Stewart 
Parnell, following the discovery of the 
Piggott forgeries, is one of the most 
memorial developments of 
the 
last 
quarter of a century. 
He emerges tri­ 
um phantly from a conspiracy which is 
as infamous as any transaction recorded 
the 
history 
of English-speaking 
peoples. 
He has brought to naught 
the 
deep-laid 
schemes 
of 
the 
government and of the London Times 
to crush him . The method of the dis­ 
covery reads like the plot of a French 
novel of the De Boisgobey-deteetive type 
so fashionable of late. 
Shakspeare tells 
us that m urder, though it hath 
tongue, will yet speak out with most 
miraculous organ; and this attem pted 
slaughter of the good name and fame of 
Parnell, Davitt, Egan and their patriotic 
confreres, is in the line of the poet’s 
thought. 
Great 
political 
revolutions 
often hinge in F.ngland on a nice point of 
honor and sentiment. 
The discovery 
that a great journal and a great govern 
m ent have been in “ cohoots” with subor­ 
ners and forgers to destroy a noble band 
of patriots, cannot fail to exert a great 
influence on the English people, which 
will be reflected in that public opinion 
which is so potential in the right little, 
tight little isle. The London press is 
almost a unit in its condemnation of the 
action of both the government and the 
Times. If men are known by the com­ 
pany they keep, Attorney-General Web­ 
ster and the Thunderer stand forth con­ 
dem ned as the employers and aiders 
and abettors of the greatest political vil­ 
lains of the age, and both are pilloried in 
equal infamy. There is a poetic justice 
in seeing them hoist by their own petard. 
The Times evidently realizes the situa­ 
tion. Like the boy on a certain m em or­ 
able occasion, it has nothing to say. 
W hatever little grace the situation ad 
mits of it is entitled to. 
As to that 
journal, the great problem just now' is 
w hether it played the fool or knave, 
The presumption is a violent one that it 
has figured in both lines. 


T h e Tribune has interviewed a number 
of prominent citizens, bankers and others, 
w ith the result of eliciting the informa­ 
tion that the business outlook is excel­ 
lent. The H e r a l d knew this without 
interviews, but is glad to see its views 
confirmed. The la6t rain improved the 
prospect mightily, and guaranteed the 
largest crop ever harvested in Los An­ 
geles county. The truth is that we have 
not had a dry year in this county since 
187d-’77, while we have had some sea­ 
sons of phenomenal rainfall, like 1885 
when the precipitation was forty-five 
inches in the valleys and eighty inches 
in the mountains. The reservoirs are 
all full and the earth is saturated with 
moisture to a great depth. U nder such 
circumstances an inch of rain goes fur­ 
ther than three would following upon a 
dry season. 
Then the rains this year 
have been attended by circumstances 
specially favorable to our farm ers, vine- 
yardists and orcliardiets. They have 
come 
down 
gently, 
every 
drop 
has 
been 
utilized, 
and 
they 
have been followed by genial, growing 
weather. 
The last rain came in the very 
nick of tim e, in just the right volume, 
and was followed by exactly the right 
conditions. 
W ithout aDy exaggeration, 
it added a million dollars to the wealth 
of Los Angeles county, and that of itself 
is no small thing. Production will lie at 
the base of our prosperity in the future, 
and we have gone to work in dead earn­ 
est. 
Another element of prosperity is 
th a t we have knocked out the white scale 
and are preparing to counter on the vine 
pest. The outlook could not well be 
better for the city and county of Los 
Angeles, contemplate it from w hat point 
of view we may. 


The bill for the establishm ent of an 
Insane Asylum for Southern California 
has passed both houses of the Legislature 
and will undoubtedly become a law. 
It 
provides for the appointm ent of three 
Commissioners, who will select a site. 
Los Angeles has a fraternal spirit towards 
her sister counties, and is glad to ha»l 
th is evidence of recognition of Southern 
California, let it be located where it 
may. 
We have lost track of the project 
to establish a Reform school here, and 
have even forgotten whether it was in­ 
troduced or not. If not, it is dead as far 
as this session of the Legislature is con­ 
cerned, as yesterday was the last day 
for introducing bills. 


O u r 
esteemed 
contemporary, the 
Times, in its issue of yesterday, contained 
a story of cock and bull about a bloody 
H englishm an, be Jove, who m arried a 
young lady on a Mississippi steamboat, 
who brought his bride to Loe Angeles, 
and was here cut out by a dashing East­ 
erner, with the result of a divorce and 
■aid Easterner’s subsequent marriage to 
the lady. We always liked that story, 
even though the flavor is somewhat 
chestnutty. It occurred eighteen months 
ago; or, rather, the facts on which it is 
founded transpired about that time. 
Then its sensation of some tim e ago em ­ 
bodying a railroad scandal was good 
though old. 
Like sound wine these 
vies improve with age, and, like sound 
wine, they need no bush.

N o t e s from an interesting letter from 
Florida appears in the local columns of 
this morning’s H e r a ld .

citrus fruits in that State. This need

One of the great inducem ents to orange 
planting here is that the fruit is at its 
best in May and later, while the Florida 
orange is m arketed in the winter, the 
supply rarely extending far into March. 
As a m atter of fact, the Los Angeles or­ 
ange will hang on the trees till the Fall 
m onths, and suffer very little deteriora­ 
tion even then. 


M r . W e l d o n , a member of th e C ana­ 
dian House of Commons, has inaugu­

AT WASHINGTON. 


Amendments to the Inter­ 
State Commerce Law. 


BLASII. OF MISSOURI. LE TS IP . 


L arge A creaire Opened to S ettlem en t 
by P u rch ase F rom th e S em i­ 
nole In d ia n s.

W a s h in g to n , February 27.—The con­ 
ference report on the Agricultural De­ 
partment Appropriation bill was pre­ 
seated and agreed to. 
The Senate bill to am end the law to 
provide better protection ior the salmon 
fisheries in Alaska was passed. 
Platt, from the Committee on Terri­ 
tories, reported two bills for the forma­ 
tion and admission of the States of Idaho 
and Wyoming. 
Hoar, from the Committee on Privi­ 
lege and Elections, reported an amend­ 
ment to the Deficiency bill (which was 
referred to the Committeo on A ppropria­ 
tions), appropriating $25,000, to enable 
the President to offer a reward for the 
detection and conviction of the persons 
who illegally carried away and destroyed 
the ballot-boxes of Pluminerville, Ark. 
It was a majority report, a minority dis­ 
senting. 
Ou the motion of Cullom, the Senate 
proceeded to the consideration of the 
Senate bill to am end the Interstate Com­ 
merce Law and act upon the two Mouse 
amendments. 
One or them he said gave 
to the State courts jurisdiction in certain 
cases of questions arising under the Act. 
As to the other, it simply made it unlaw­ 
ful lor any common carrier to transport 
relined oils, etc., for any shipper owning, 
leasing or controlling cars, tanks or cyl­ 
inders, except on condition that the rail­ 
road company shall charge the same rate 
per carload for transportation 
as it 
charges for oil transported iu barrels. He 
referred to the Standard Oil Company 
as a gigantic corporation which was not 
only able to buy cars, but also to buy 
railroads. 
He was in favor of the gen­ 
eral principle embodied in the am end­ 
ment that every railroad company should 
be required to furnish the samo facilities 
and modes of transportation for all alike. 
Stewart opposed the am endm ents and 
Reagan supported them . 
Cullom made 
an argum ent against them . 
H e said the 
amendment in relation to cars for the 
transportation of petroleum, instead of 
carrying out equal and exact justice to 
the people, would enforce unjust dis­ 
crimination. 
W hen 
one shipper re­ 
quired a railroad company to furnish a 
certain kind of car and the company de­ 
clined to do so, and when the Bhipper 
furnished 
snch 
cars 
for 
himself 
it 
did 
not 
eeem 
to 
him 
such 
shipper was required by the common law 
or should be required by the statutory 
law to supply the same facilities for ull 
other shippers in the business. As to the 
other Mouse am endm ent to confer juris­ 
diction on the State courts, Culictu be­ 
lieved the result would be th a t there 
would be different decisions in the con­ 
struction of the national law. 
H e was 
anxious to go just as far as he could con­ 
sistently with the law, the constitution 
and his duty in the protection of the peo­ 
ple, but was not willing to go so far as to 
take a step of doubtful propriety. Al­ 
ready the railroads of the country were 
suffering under difficulties, which como 
not from Interstate legislation, not from 
any act of commerce, but from the con­ 
ditions which prevailed before the pas­ 
sage of the Interstate law. 
No action 
has been on the am endm ents and, after 
the transaction of some other unim por­ 
tant business, the Senate adjourned.

Terrible Accident at a Rail­ 
road Bridge. 


EIG H T UNFORTUNATES K ILLED. 


Thirty Others More or I . ps s Seriously 
Injured—A Broken Tire 
the Cause.

St. G eorge, O nt., February 27.—The 
St. Louis express, passing here east- 
bound this evening, went through a 
bridge just east of the station. 
A broken 
tire on one of the engine wheels caused 
the rails to spread and the first pas­ 
senger car, a Pullm an car, and the din­ 
ing car went through the middle section 
of the bridge. The Pullm an car, which 
contained most of the passengers, was 
throw n clear off the bridge, turning com­ 
pletely over and landing right side up. 
The dining-car stands on end against the 
pier. The passenger car rem ains on the 
bridge. 
Eight or 
ten persons were 
killed and about thirty wounded persons 
were taken out of the cars. The dining­ 
room car contained about ceven persons 
besides the waiters. 
Supper had just 
been announced and in a few minutes 
the car would have been filled and all 
m ust have perished. 
Following is the list of k illed : George 
Teggat, of M itchell; W illiam W emp, of 
London; Dr. Swan and A. W. Francis, 
of Woodstock; Mr. Moldean, of Detroit, 
M ich.; Mr. Baines, of Hamilton, and 
Captain Moore, of Brantford, both of the 
Salvation A rm y; and M r.Peers of Wood­ 
stock. The injured number thirty, all of 
whom are badly shaken up, and some 
have lim bs broken. 
None of them , it is 
believed, however, are fatally hurt.

George, near where the disaster occurred, 
is on the G reat W estern branch of the 
Grand Trunk railroad. 
The accident was witnessed by some of 
the townspeople. 
The alarm was given 
immediately, and in a few minutes the 
streets were a scene of the wildest excite­ 
m ent. 
Conveyances were hurried to the 
bridge, and the dead and wounded were 
taken out of the debris. They were con­ 
veyed to hotels, private residences anti 
the station house. 
All the doctors were

laONdon, February 2 7 .—The Times to­ 
day, in a leading editorial, quotes in full 
the apology tendered by Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Webster before the Parnell Com­ 
mission for the publication of the forged 
letters, and continues: 
“ We desire to endorse as appropriate 
every word of the foregoing statement. 
Moreover, Mr. Parnell having, in the 
witness box, stated that the letters are 
forgeries, we accept, in every respect, 
the truth of the statem ent. 
In theBe cir­ 
cumstances we deem it right to express 
our regret, especially and Bincerely, at 
having been induced to publish the let­ 
ters as Mr. Parnell’s or to use them in 
evidence againBt him . This expression 
of regret includes also the letters falsely 
attributed to Mr. Egan, Mr. Davitt and 
Mr. O’Kelly. 
“ It is scarcely fitting now to enter into 
the circumstances under which we re­ 
ceived and published them . 
We are 
bound, however, to point out thatPiggott 
was not the person with whom we com­ 
municated. Moreover, we must add that 
we firmly believed the letters were gen­ 
uine until the disclosures made by Pig- 
gott on cross-examination. 
It m ust be 
evident to all reasonable persons th at if 
a conspiracy existed the Times was vic­ 
timized by and not a party to it. 
Errors 
in judgm ent may be committed, and for 
them the penalty must be paid. 
It must 
be clearly understood that what we have 
done is altogether upon our own motion 
and our own responsibility, and in the 
public interest alone.” This withdrawal, 
of course, refers exclusively the to letters 
obtained from Piggott.

gallant deference and raild forbearance 
towards the gentler sex that has ever 
been bis distinguishing characteristic. 
The intention of this article isa defense 
of the “ Quick or tho Dend,” not of Mrs. 
Amelie Rives Chanter. 
Still if must be 
confessed that it would 
be a great 
privilege to 
take 
up 
the cudgels 
against the world in behalf of a poor, 
calumniated, ridiculed woman like Mrs. 
Chanler, against whom 6lander has 
wagged its venomous tongue. It is for­ 
bidden her sex to sit in charitable judg­ 
ment on her offenees, lest we raise that 
easily provoked popular shout of “ Down, 
down with the heretic,” which is the in­ 
evitable doom of all who display toler­ 
ance to the misguided creature who has 
set at defiance the accepted creed of con­ 
ventional morality. 
But the most liberal minded vindicator 
of Mrs. Amelie Rives Chanler would find 
it irreconcilable with all arguments of a 
fresh and virginal purity that a widow 
devoted to amatory and c od jugal recollec­ 
tions should be conceived in the uucor- 
rupted imagination of a refined unmarried 
woman. Fifty years from now will see a 
marked change in the physical and moral 
training of girls, and perhaps Mrs. Chan- 
ler has anticipated that epoch. Like the 
erstwhile m aiden, Miss Amelie, youDg 
ladies will be in possession of as 
replete a knowledge of the natural laws 
as the mature matron. 
If there will be 
fewer wives then, there will be fewer vic­ 
tims and fewer faithless spouses. Tne one 
longing cry that breaks the dum b and 
sullen resentment at the eternal servitude 
of many women, “ If I had known,” will 
be superseded by the more cheerful re­ 
frain, “ I knew, but then my love is 
great.” 
The desirability of such a 
state of morality, from the ideal and 
artistic standpoints, which demand that 
the husband be the instructor of inno­ 
cence in the mystic science, and Cupid 
ne represented blindfold, may be dis­ 
puted, but until society is eo revolu­ 
tionized, young women cannot create 
such characters as Barbara Pomfret with­ 
out an imputation on their chastity. 
But while Mrs. Chanler surrendered 
her reputation to a harshly judging pub­ 
lic, in giving existence to Barbara Pom­ 
fret, Barbara herself may bo the very 
incarnation ct virtue. 
A woman keenly 
alive to the passions and subtle sympa­ 
thies 
of 
life, 
certainly, 
bat that 
affair 
of 
temperam ent. 
A 
creature of magnificent animal develop­ 
ment united to a nervous, hysterical or­ 
ganization, the happy harmony of whose 
forces aie “ like sweet bells jangled and 
out of tune,” from a bereavement that 
has torn the very heart out of her body, 
and laid it pulsing in that grave that 
contains part of her own flesh, all of her 
best life, she returns to the scene of 
her married existence, hallowed by a 
thousand suggestions of that period of 
blissful abandonm ent to love, when hus­ 
band and lover, duty and desire blended 
and commingled in melting hours of 
ecstasy, when voluptuousness was con­ 
secrated by & pure and absolute fealty : 
when God’s blessing and m an’s ex­ 
ample encouraged her to love and be 
loved, when all the wealth of fancy, fer­ 
vor of soul, passion of being, wore her 
diviue right, acknowledged by the world, 
recorded iu heaven. 
W hen, with the 
eager ardor of possession, she could 
point to her husband and say :

L o n d o n , F eb ru ary 2 7 .— An im m ense 
crow d w as p resent in th e courtroom this 
m orning w hen th e session of th e Parnell 
O om m ision opened,and m uch ex citem en t 
w as m anifested. 
P arn ell arrived a t th e 
courtroom early. A ttorney-G eneral W eb­ 
ster stated in court th a t S hannon, the 
Timet* D ublin solictor, h ad received a 
letter to-day from P iggott, w ho is in 
P aris. 
T he letter w as n ot in P iggott’e 
w riting. 
S hannon im m ediately notified 
th e Scotland Y ard au th o rities of th e re­ 
c e ip t of th e letter. 
T h e A ttorney-G en­ 
eral th en read th e letter. 
I t was d ite d 
S atu rd ay , and contained th e confession 
th a t Piggott m ade to L áb o ach ere on 
th a t day.

T he second batch of letters 
ascribed to P arnell w ere im itated from a 
facsim ile published in th e Tim et.

The Mayor and Council o f the City o f Los Angeles 
do ordain as follows 
S e c t io n 1. That the right of way bp. and the 
sam e is hereby granted unto Jam es S. Drske,

sam e necessary, the said grantees o r their as- 
slgus shall sh ift the track at its own expense, so 
as to avoid the obstructions m ade thereby, and 
unless duo diligence is used in th e prosecution 
of such change, the Superintendent of Streets 
shall m ake such chsBge at the expense of said 
grantees or their assigns. 
It Is understood that

single track shall be constructed, the center of 
ibe street, or h lire as near thereto as practic­ 
óle is intended, and m ost be followed. 
S ic . 3. The above rights and privileges are 
hereby granted upon th e express coudition 
th at tho said road shall be com m enced w lthiu 
th ree m onths, and be finished and com pletely 
equipped, and in full ru n n in g order ana

th e taking effect of this ordinance; and any 
failure to com pute said road w ithin th e time 
above described shall operate aa a fo rfeitu re of 
tb e right of way over auy portion of t i e sam e 
then uncompleted.

W e feel the public has been taken advantage of long enough under the cover of our 
name and a contract we were unable to get clear of until we forced matters to an issue, and 
gave them the alternative to either leave peaceably or have their goods thrown into the street.
